Although 
he declined to elaborate, those 
issues reportedly include a dif­ 
ference of 75 cents an hour in 
w age increases, $6 a week in 
other benefits and cost-of-living 
allowances 
Usery and Jam es Scearce, 
acting head of the Federal M e­ 
diation and Conciliation Serv­ 
ice, planned to continue meet 
ing w ith both sides today in an­ 
ticipation of the midnight ex 
piration of the National M aster 
Freight Agreement 
The current contract covers 
about 400,000 tru ck ers and 
w a reh o u sem en 
who 
m ove 
about 60 per cent of the nation's 
total output of manufactured 
goods. 
Usery reported late Tuesday 
night that som e progress was 
being m ade and said he felt 
enough time rem ained to fash­ 
ion a settlem ent 
He added, however. "I am 
hopeful, but at this moment I 
certainly cannot in any way in­ 
dicate . I see an agreem ent. 
We re talking about a national 
agreem ent that has m any im ­ 
plications not only for this in­ 
dustry but for the nation this 
year " 
The Ford adm inistration is 
concerned that a large settle­ 
ment in favor of the Teamsters

I think 
I'm still in with a chance to 
w in."

In the Iirst round last week,

CLEVELAND (AP) - White 
Motors Corp. says it will con­ 
tinue its investigation of $878,- 
000 in questionable p aym ents to 
"agents in connection with for­ 
eign governm ent business.” 
The com pany disclosed its in­ 
vestigation of the paym ents in a 
proxy report subm itted T u es­ 
day to stockholders. 
Besides the $878,000 paid in 
1974and 1975, the com pany said 
$10,000 was paid in what it 
called gratuities and gifts d u r­ 
ing the sa m e period The pay ­ 
m ents w ere m ade in connection 
with foreign sales, com pany of­ 
ficials said. 
Although the report doesn’t 
nam e individuals or countries, 
the Cleveland 
Plain 
D ealer 
says it has learned that pay ­ 
ments probably w ere m ade in 
Iran w here White has obtained 
several large truck orders in 
the past years. 
The com pany says it is in­ 
v e s tig a tin g 
th e 
p a y m e n t s 
through an audit com m ittee 
composed of three m em bers of 
the board of directors who are 
not corporate officers. A final 
report on the investigation will 
m ade to the Securities and E x ­ 
change Commission, the co m ­ 
pany added. 
The audit has concluded that 
none of the paym ents w as ille­ 
gal under the laws of the United 
States and no instance in which 
p o litical c o n tr ib u tio n s w e re 
m ade has been found. No in­ 
form ation has been obtained 
which indicates the existence of 
any slush fund or dual set of 
accounting records, com pany 
officials said 
But the audit has not been 
able to to determ ine w hether 
any part of the paym ents to 
agents was used by the agents 
to influence governm ent offi­ 
cials. Som e paym ents, the co m ­ 
pany said, w ere m ade to obtain 
ancillary approval and to ex ­ 
pedite transactions, gratuities 
and gifts w ere m ade to govern­ 
ment officials

Poor Expectations 


Next time New York City Mayor Abraham 
Beame claims his job is the toughest in the 
country, next to that of the President, he’ll have 
the statistics to back him up. 
Statisticians w ith Metropolitan Life Insurance 
Co. have examined the longevity records of all 
the men who have held the office of mayor of 
New York since 1784 and find that they "ex­ 
perienced significantly poorer longevity than 
their contemporaries in the general population.’’ 
as well as all other groups of government of­ 
ficials witfi the exception of presidents of the 
United States. 
Not only that, but as New York has grown in 
size, mayoral longevity has decreased. 
The 25 pre-Civil W ar mayors, for example, 
outlived their expectation of life at initial entry 
into the office by an average of 2.8 years. In 
contrast, 31 mayors who held the office between 
1860 and 1898 fell short of their life expectancy bv 
1.4 years. 
Finally, since just before the turn of the cen­ 
tury. when Brooklyn. Queens and Staten Island 
were united with Manhattan and the Bronx, 16 
mayors of Greater New York have lived an 
average of three years less than their normal 
expectancy

WASHINGTON — (N EA ) — 
T echnically, 
the 
Russians 
usually do a superb job in their 
underground support of Marx­ 
ist revolutionaries. They keep a 
low profile, keep a door open for 
withdrawal without loss of face, 
inject small amounts of money 
and arms into a wide front 
probing for an opening, then 
pump-in assistance lavishly 
when it appears their help will 
turn the tide. They waste no 
tears on lost causes. 
In this, they are more effec­ 
tive than the United States. 


When it comes to following 
through however, the Russians 
apparently forget the rules they 
follow so effectively in pro­ 
moting revolutions and wars. 
This post-victory failure may 
prove to be the Soviets' Achilles 
heel, 
overshadowing 
the 
strengths of their m assive 
nuclear and conventional arms 
buildup. 
For instance, 
look 
at the 
recent ouster of the Russians by 
Egypt and its cancellation of a 
mutual defense 
treaty 
with 
Moscow. 
The Russians bumbled by at­ 
tempting to interfere in Egyp­ 


tian civilian and military poli­ 
tics. They shut off spare parts 
and supplies when they couldn’t 
have their way. No country will 
take such abuse and the Egyp­ 
tians had an option: they could 
turn to the West, and did. 
The Russians made the same 
mistake in dealings with Mao 
Tse-tung’s China. They sup­ 
plied Peking with 
nuclear 
know-how, technicians and aid, 
then demanded that Mao follow 
Russian policy in the Far East 
and in South Asia When Mao 
refused, the Russians abruptly 
pulled 
their 
men 
and 
aid. 
leaving Chinese industrial de-

Moving on to Eastern Europe 
— E a s t Germ any, Poland, 
Czechoslovakia, 
Hungary, 
Rumania, Yugoslavia and Al­ 
bania in particular. Yugoslavia 
and 
Albania 
have 
openly 
broken with Moscow. There 
have been serious revolts in 
Poland, Czechoslovakia and 
Hungary, despite the gtrong 
presence of Russian troops in or 
about their borders. Rumania 
is kept in check by the same 
overriding presence. 
One country after another in 
the various African countries, 
assisted by the Soviets for their 
own ends, has moved to weaken 
those ties and to build relation­ 
ship with the U.S. and the West 
after a period of growing suspi­ 
cion of the Russian presence. 
Of those lands allied with 
Russia but not so close as to be 


threatened by Soviet troops, 
Castro’s Cuba stands out as the 
one which seemingly has not 
soured its relationships, though 
the Cubans have had provoca­ 
tion. Perhaps it is because 
Fidel Castro has learned that 
he can milk the Soviet Union for 
billions in continued assistance 
and secure the backup he needs 
to move around 
the w-orld 
transporting revolutions, a 
polity he attempted in Latin 
America but which blew up in 
his face. 
Now we shall see what hap­ 
pens in Angola. Will the vic­ 
tories of the Marxist faction 
stick? The work of the Cuban 
expeditionary force, from all 
accounts, was not impressive 
but the victors had an over­ 
whelming supply of arms and 
equipment. The question now is 
whether they have the ability to 
hold their control — quite a dif­ 
ferent matter from winning a 
war. And if they do retain 
control, will the Russians botch 
the relationship?

U N ITED NATIONS 
These 
glass walls aren't really trans­ 
parent. One must dig the 
records to discover that billions 
of UN dollars are being spent 
loosely 
on 
strange 
projects 
around the globe — often in na­ 
tions whose flying armored and 
electronic 
military 
divisions 
are m arauding around the 
world. Such as Cuba. 
And in that swiftly spent 
money is 71 million American 
dollars. Of the total sum dis­ 
persed by the UNDP Develop­ 
ment 
Program) 
$17 
million 
went (this past fiscal year) to 
Fidel Castro to develop not only 
his farms and industry — but to 
sharpen his aviation and com­ 
munications systems. 
Thus Sovietized Cuba, which 
has hurled crack troops against 
at least eight other UN member 
nations, and whose panzer divi­ 
sion was the first to implement 
the Marxist world’s new “ pro­ 
letarian internationalism" and 
against which Dr Kissinger is 
inveighing so loudly suddenly 
these days, is rewarded by UN 
money and, even more vital, 
technical and scientific assist­ 
ance. 
So, for example, are Cam­ 
bodia, Albania and Czechoslo­

Saudi Arabia was given about

Yet the UND P quietly has 
asked the U.S. for some $50 
million mor** in this 1975-76 
fiscal year The White House 
agreed, 
requesting a

million American contribution.

And if there is some compulsion 
about belonging to the captive 
UN, why contribute to funds 
going to nations such as the 
buccaneering Cubans, the truly 
m urdfruus zealot prim itive 
Marxists in Cambodia or Soviet 
East European satellites? 
WHAT IS T H IS 
UND P — 
this world within a world gov­ 
ernment which, according to 
the U.S. Comptroller General 
Elm er Staats, lias an ineffec­ 
tive financial inspection and 
control system? 
It’s headed by 
a 
former 
Massachusetts 
Congressman, 
54-year-old 
Bradford 
Morse. 
He's U N D P administrator, with 
rank equivalent to that of a UN 
undersecretary general, Since, 
as an American citizen, he 
must pay income taxes like the 
rest of us mortals, the UN 
kindly increased his $51,735 an­ 
nual salary to $74,800 so he can 
keep the original sum tax-free. 
Meaning that the UNDP pays 
his U.S. income tax. Also he has 
a $10,000 allowance for extras. 
Adm inistrator Morse is an 
elusive chap. He may be a 
former Congressman, but the 
theory of freedom of informa­ 
tion apparently hasn’t carried 
over into his UN secretariat. 
Recently, he met secretly 
with at least four representa­ 
tives of the Moscow-controlled 
World 
Federation 
of Trade 


Unions. This W'FTU is head­ 
quartered in Prague — thus it’s 
completely in the hands of the 
Soviet military government in 
Czechoslovakia. 
The 
W FT U 
has 
observer 
status in the UN. But since its 
world headquarters is under 
Soviet military control, there’s 
question indeed over its free­ 
dom of action and policy. And 
what could the W FTU, which 
"represents" 
a 
coalition 
of 
Communist unions, be asking 
privately of the UND P? 
Mr, 
Morse 
would 
neither 
come to the phone nor make 
himself available to answer any 
questions. Well, that’s par for 
the U N ’s eerie world within a 
world 
— with 
at 
least 
17 
"executing agencies," some of 
which the American public has 
never heard of. though these 
agencies 
spend 
our 
dollars 
quite 
freely, 
helping 
them­ 
selves, aiding our enemies and 
even pouring millions into oil- 
rich lands. What this lost world 
needs is a lot more trans-* 
parency.

MOSCOW — (L E N S ) — It 
may not have been the greatest 
show on earth, but it did have a 
star 
(Lenny 
B, 
"the 
most 
outstanding politician in the 
world today” ), a fall-guy (Alex 
the 
K ), 
a 
boarded 
revolutionary, a line-up of ap­ 
p ro p ria te ly 
p ro vo cative 
chorines 
(En rico , 
Gaston, 
Gordon and Dolores), a black- 
and-white m instrel or two 
(Alves Battista and Gus Hall), 
and a cast of thousands. 
If the spectacular failed to 
produce a happy ending, it was 
not for the management’s lack 
of effort. 
The Soviet Party Congress 
confirmed Leonid Brezhnev as 
the best thing to have happend 
to the Soviet Union since Lenin, 
relegated Alexei Kosygin a step 
lower down 
the scale, and 
r e a f f ir m e d 
E a s t - W e s t 
“ detente.” 
But 
even 
the 
Krem lin’s 
careful orchestra­ 
tion could not prevent fresh 
conflict on the well-worn battle­ 
field of how much independence 
individual parties should have. 
And. once again, it was the 
Kremlin that lost. 
For all the Soviet leaders’ 
warnings about the dangers of 
“ opportunism ,” 
and 
of 
“ squeezing 
M arxism 
into 
national compartments,” four 
Western delegation leaders — 
It a ly ’s 
En rico 
Berlinguer, 
France’s Gaston Plissonnier, 
B rita in ’s Gordon M cLennan 
and Spain’s Dolores Ibárruri — 
insisted on their right to for­ 
mulate their own policies and to 
maintain the concept of a multi­ 
party system. 
They were supported by the 
Rumanians and the Yugoslavs, 
and opposed, outside Eastern 
Europe, 
only 
by 
Portugal’s 
AlvaroCunhal and the leader of 
the tiny American party, Gus 
Hall, to whom fell the honor of 
delivering Moscow’s coun­ 
terblast. “ Our party," he said, 
"Does not intend to take up 
anti-Soviet inventions in order 
to win so-called recognition, to 
obtain false respectability, or to 
prove our independence . . .we 


do not intend to enter the ser­ 
vice of inperialism.” 
This was about as much as 
Moscow could muster by way of 
a rebuff. 
Galling as it undoubtedly is, 
the Soviet Communist party 
today no longer has any ef­ 
fective means of enforcing its 
w ill 
on 
other 
Communist 
parties outside its immediate 
arena if they are determined to 
resist. Except for the smallest 
and weakest, which still depend 
heavily on Russian financing, 
the parties are experiencing a 
new 
freedom. 
The 
old 
mechanisms for exerting pres­ 
sure have fallen away. 
Unless some of the Western 
parties achieve governmental 
power — thereby opening up for 
the 
Russians 
inter­ 
g o v e rn m e n ta l 
c h a n n e ls 
through which influence might 
be asserted — it is difficult to 
see how, in a purely inter-party 
context, new mechanisms for 
Soviet control 
can 
now 
be 
established. 
For the West, that may be the 
point of the Moscow congress. 
One way of sending a Com­ 
munist 
Ita ly 
back 
into 
Moscow's arms would be for 
the West to refuse any dealings 
with it; that would provide the 
Russians with the levers of 
influence they now so notably 
lack. 
There were examples at the 
Congress: Cuba’s Fidel Castro 
and 
Angola’s 
Popular 
Movement, represented by 
Alves Battista, Until the late 
l%os, Castro was a thorn in 
Moscow’s side. But then Soviet 
influence in Cuba 
became 
sufficiently entrenched for 
Russia 
to 
start 
applying 
economic pressure. Gradually, 
over the past seven years, 
Castro was brought into line, 
until, last week, he was vying 
with Gus Hall in lauding Soviet 
policies as the w isest on earth. 
The Russians are ramming 
home the fact that they backed 
the winners in Cuba, Vietnam 
and Angola, and helped them 
win. The West, please note. 
Mrs. Mao Leads 
Anti-Teng Drive 
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PE K IN G - (LE N S ) - The 
central question about China's 
virulent campaign against the 
man who just missed becoming 
prime minister, Teng Hsiao- 
ping, is whether it will explode 
into 
another 
cultural 
revolution. A recent editorial in 
thePeople's Daily implied that, 
for the moment at least, the 
authorities are holding in the 
reins. But Teng himself looks 
like the minimum price the 
moderates will have to pay for 
limiting the damage. 
Both the call for a "cool- 
headed” 
approach 
— *no 
fighting groups to be organized, 
the campaign to be led by party 
committees at all levels — and 
the singling out of Teng as the 
chief offender appeared to 
carry 
the personal endorse­ 
ment of Chairman Mao. 
Mao’s own latest words on 
Ihese subjects were, as usual, 
disjointed and open to a variety 
of interpretations But his title 
quotation, "Reversing correct 
verdicts goes against the will of 
the people," and his subsequent 
observation that “ capitalist 
roaders are still taking the 
saqu road” point to a fairly 
explicit dissociation from his 
long time intimate and ally, 
Mr. Teng, 
As 
lor 
Teng'» 
co­ 
conspirators, 
the editorial 
claims they are few 
a "small 
number of leading cadres who 
have 
implemented 
the 
erroneous line” *» and open to 
reform: "W e should help them 
shift their stand and urge them 
to correct their mistakes.” 
In fact, what the publication 
of this appeal for restraint 
indicates is the very opposite: 
that Teng’s supporters are a 
good deal stronger than their 
exclusion from 
the 
radical- 
controlled media would suggest 
and 
that 
(hey 
have 
been 
lighting hard behind the scenes * 
against 
a 
takeover 
by 
the 
radicals. But their job has been 
complicated, as It was during 
the cultural revolution, by the 
active involvem ent on the 
radical side 
of 
the 
person 
presumed to have the tnos» 
direct access loM ao— his wife 


Mrs. Mao’s personal venom 
was plainly behind the latest 
anti-Teng outbursts in which 
“ that unrepentant capitalist 
roader” 
was 
accused 
of 
demonstrating his disdain for 
her revolutionized theater. Not* 
only did he refuse to attend a 
single revolutionary opera, “ he 
even slanderously remarked ‘it 
is hard to sell tickets for revolu­ 
tionary theatrical shows these 
days. ” 
Another 
recent 
example 
of 
M rs. 
M ao's 
resurgence was a front-page 
puff in the People’s Daily for 
ner pet farm brigade 
near 
Tientsin, which Teng is alleged 
to have dismissed as a poor 
revolutionary model. 
Mrs. Mao is clearly taking 
advantage 
of 
the 
present 
campaign to get her own back 
on a hated rival. Whether she is 
also influencing her husband — 
and through him, state policy — 
is another question

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April Car Inventory 


M a y N o t M e e t Dem and 


N EW YO R K (A P ) - After 
March, '‘a super good month 
for a lot of us,” U.S. auto mak­ 
ers said this past week that they 
are going into April with an 
inventory of about 1.7 million 
new cars. 
That sounds like a comfort­ 
able inventory on the eve of the 
industry’s 
spring 
selling 
season. However, in March, 
sales of large cars exceeded 
industry estimates and sales of 
subcompacts were way below 
expectations 


The April inventory could 
lack enough big cars for the de­ 
mand. Makers may have to 
close temporarily some of the 
plants that make the small 
models, an unusual practice for 
this time of year. 
Chrysler Corp. announced 
during the week that it doesn’t 
plan any temporary closings of 
its 11 U.S. and Canadian car 
and truck-assembly plants dur­ 
ing the second quarter. It will 
be the first quarter that the No. 
3 auto maker hasn't scheduled 


some downtime since the Arab 
oil embargo began in late 1973 
Also during the week, the 
Federal Trade Commission 
charged that General Motors 
Corp.'s method of distributing

federal antitrust law. Accor­

Seattle did, 
too. 
Or, as Patera, referring to 
the 26 teams that gave up the 
players to stock the Buccaneers 
and his Sea hawks, said: “ These 
teams have their own reasons 
for putting players up.

Truck Strike Would Have little 
Immediate Effect on food Stores

C L E V E L A N D <AP) - Food 
stores and their customers face 
few immediate effects should 
the nation’s Teamsters strike at 
midnight tqnight as expected, 
at least three major Ohio gro­ 
cery dealers say. 
Not only is it likely that the 


government will impose an 80- 
day cooling off period as pro­ 
vided by federal law if the 
Teamsters walk out, the gro­ 
cers said, food warehouses al­ 
ready are well-stocked and su­ 
permarket drivers aren't part 
of the expiring contract. 


The feeling was the same in 
Cincinnati, 
Columbus 
and 
Cleveland 
“ This has nothing to do with 
our local drivers,” a Columbus 
spokesman for the 54-store Big 
Bear supermarket chain said, 
declining to identify himself. 


They i e in the union out tn*j 
liave a separate contract.” 
‘In any event,” said Richard 
Pogomolnv. 
a 
P ic k ’N ’Pa y 
spokesman in Cleveland, “ our 
warehouse is loaded with mer­ 
chandise.” 
InCincinnati, a spokesman at 
Kroger headquarters, 
Ann 
M cC afferty, 
said 
Kroger 
“ would shift as much as pos­ 
sible to rail and use our own 
fleet of tractor-trailers.” 
The Big Bear spokesman said 
the greatest impact of a strike 


probably would be on ernss# 
country shipments, rather than 
those to individual stores. 
And Pogomolny added that 
he saw no reason for homemak­ 
ers “ to go out and stock up be­ 
cause I just don’t think that’s 
the situation. In the short run, I 
don’t see any effect.” 
In the longer run, Pogomolny 
said, “ it’ll be a question of, if 
and when picket lines get set 
up, whether our drivers will 
honor their contract or will re­ 
fuse to cross the picket lines. 


“And fhat’A something net em# 
can foretell at the moment,” hr 
added. 
Ohio’s over-the-road Team­ 
sters joined their colleagues 
nationwide Sunday in voting 
overwhelmingly to reject the 
trucking companies’ offer of 85 
cents an hour over 39 months 
with a 25-cent lid on cost-of- 
living adjustment. 
The 
voting simultaneously 
authorize^ their negotiators to 
call a strike, and an Akron 
Team sters leader told his 


«•»mbtrship to plan to strike at 
midnight Wednesday unless 
otherwise notified before then. 
The Teamsters went to the 
table weeks a^o with a demand 
for an additional $2.50 an hour 
over a three-year contract plus 
an unlim ited cost-of-living 
clause in place of the current 
15-cent maximum. 
B y last weekend, they had of­ 
fered to settle for $1 75 and a 
somewhat reduced package of 
benefits, but they held out for 
the orginally sought cost-of-liv- 
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ing adjustment without a Hd. 
The trucking companies’ ne­ 
gotiators turned that down.

C O L U M B U S . Ohio (A P ) - A 
Republican representative who 
lost his battle against a tax re­ 
lief bill in the House has follow ­ 
ed it to the Senate with an a l­ 
te rn a tiv e — installm en t 
p a y ­ 
ments. 
Rep. Joseph P. Tullev. R-59 
Mentor, told a Senate subcom­ 
mittee on Tuesday that an in­ 
stallment payment plan is a 
more honest, equitable way to 
face taxpayer unhappiness with 
the present system. 
He said the 10-year payment 
plan would ease the impact of 
the increases while not gutting 
the tax equalization aim s of 
present law. 
Under his proposal, the coun­ 
ty auditor would determine the 
portion of each homeowner's 
tax bill which is attributable to 
unvoted 
inflationary* 
tax 
in­ 
creases. 
All of that amount would be 
deferred the first year. Two- 
thirds would be deferred the 
second year: one-third the third 
year, and the full tax bill would 
be due in the fourth. The home­ 
owner would pay the deferred 
taxes over a 10-year period. 
He admitted the idea is not as 
attractive as a tax cut. but 
added that. “ It ’s time for the 
House and the Senate to get a 
grip on their political courage.’’ 
W hile the tax bill passed by 
the House would cut the gross 
amount of taxes collected by 
counties, he noted, no individ­ 
ual is guaranteed a tax cut. 
But he said that is politically 
acceptable to most legislators 
because the tax notices will not 
arrive until after this y e a r’s 
elections. 
“ The legislature is guilty of 
bad faith, out and out bad faith, 
in promising the public that 
their tax is going down, because 
in many cases it’s not," Tulley 
said. 
“ You hear about a woman 
scorned," he added. “ W ait until 
you see a taxpayer who was 
promised a tax cut. and he gets 
a tax increase.” 
The Dill the subcommittee is 
considering would freeze prop­ 
erty tax revenues at their level 
in the year prior to that in 
which the county underwent 
reappraisal 
R e a p p ra is a l 
and 
re a s ­ 
sessm ent. being com pleted 
around the state in a six-year 
cycle, have caused some tax 
bills to double or triple. The tax

values, coupled with state court 
rulings ordering an end to pref­ 


erential tax rates for residen­ 
tial property.

But, the 
rollback does not apply to the 
entire millage. 
Tulley said the bill should 
leave the present millage roll­ 
back provisions alone and deal 
only with the remaining unaf­ 
fected millage.

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Alcohol Is Still 
Soviet W orking 
Man’s Curse 


MOSCOW (A P ) — After 
nearly 60 years of Soviet power, 
drink still is the curse of the 
Soviet Cnion’s working classes 
and the Kremlin doesn't seem 
able to do much about it. 
While many Western coun­ 
tries also have serious prob­ 
lems with alcohol, the issue is 
especially touchy in the Soviet 
l'nion. where the Communists 
proclaim they are creating a 
new — and sober 
Soviet man. 
Twenty years ago. Soviet au­ 
thorities maintained that they 
had eliminated the basic causes 
for 
excess 
drinking: 
ex­ 
ploitation. injustice and the 
“ poverty of the toiling mas­ 
ses.” 
Yet drunkeness persists de­ 
spite ^ series ot antidrinking 
laws, irfuninations by top lead­ 
ers. Communist party decrees 
and newspaper articles poin­ 
ting out the evil consequences 
of strong drink 
A drive through Moscow 
streets in the evening can in 
some areas become an obstacle 
course of drunken pedestrians. 
Restaurants are always full of 
Russians downing glass after 
glass of vodka and cognac. The 
Soviets also probably produce 
more home brew than any 
country in the world. 
Western businessmen are 
told to beware the vodka-laced 
meals offered by their Russian 
host!» Foreign delegations have 
hazy memories of being enter­ 
tained at parties where toasts 
to "peace and friendship" be­ 
come too numerous to count. 
In a statement that could be 
widely applied in the Soviet l'n­ 
ion. the newspaper Izvestia 
pointed to one town where the 
people drank vodka "to cele­ 
brate every conceivable occa­ 
sion — birthdays. Saturdays. 
Sundays, paydays, the arrival 
of relatives, vacations, pur­ 
chases. sales, etc.” 
The frequent press reports on 
misuse of alcohol show the 
problem is too serious to ignore 
in the Soviet l'nion. But the 
Kremlin won't divulge the true 
dimensions of alcoholic con­ 
sumption because it probably 
would reflect unfavorably on 
life in the Soviet Union. 
Since 1963. statistical books 
have dropped figures on alcohol 
production ana there is no 
breakdown offered on the 


amount of sfate revenue de­ 
rived from the sale of vodka 
and other spirits. 
Andrei Sakharov, a leading 
Soviet dissident, wrote that per 
capita consumption of alcohol 
in the Soviet Union "is three 
Himes more than in Czarist 
Russia.” 
The figures cannot be veri­ 
fied. but some Western experts 
believe the Soviet Union ranks 
first in 
the world in con­ 
sumption of alcohol per person 
over 15 years of age. Some oth­ 
er Westerners have calculated 
that the annual liquor bill for 
Soviet citizens exceeds the an­ 
nounced defense budget, an­ 
nounced as 17.4 billion rubles — 
$23.4 billion at the official rate 
of exchange. 
To 
combat 
drunkeness, 
Soviet authorities have raised 
vodka prices, substituted in­ 
ferior brands, closed bars, 
regulated buying hours at 
liquor 
stores, 
increased 
penalties for drunkeness. built 
sobering up stations, begun 
compulsory 
treatment 
of 
alcoholics and even tried to step 
up production of beer and soft 
drinks.

$2 Million Gun Business 
Started in Trunk of Car 


UNION CITY, Tenn. (AP) — 
When Turner Kirkland started 
his antique gun business, he op­ 
erated out of the trunk of his 
car Today, the operation is a $2 
million-a-year business with a 
combined showroom-museum- 
warehouse that draws collec­ 
tors from all over. 
Scattered around the show­ 
room and filed away in bins in 
the warehouse are things like 
brand-new parts for antique 
rifles and pistols, 
kits 
for 
muzzle-loading 
firearm s, 
reproductions of Civil War 
uniforms and a show case 
containing a huge muzzle- 
loader used by Kirkland to kill 
an elephant during an African 
safari. 
Despite its size, the Dixie Gun 
Works is conducted with a 
combination of down home hos­ 
pitality and frankness, making 


it hard to walk out of the place 
w ithout buying something like a 
small cannon ($125) or a leath­ 
er hunting pouch ($14). 
“ Now here’s a man who 
drove all the way down here 
from Illinois,” Kirkland says, 
leaning over a counter to in­ 
spect two ancient pistols. “ He 
wants to swap us these pistols 
for these two rifles, and I be­ 
lieve we'll be able to strike a 
“ bargain ... We'll take his pistols 
and mark ’em up a little bit and 
sell them to make a profit and 
he’ll have the rifles he needs for 
his collection.” 
The price tags on the rifles 
total more than $700, 
Kirkland loves to swap guns, 
but he's willing to sell for cash. 
And he'll swap or sell in person 
or by mail. 
An hour or two with the 550- 
page catalog he publishes each

The more than 11 million 
Americans of Spanish descent 
constitute approximately 5 per 
cent of the U.S. population. Of 
these, 
more 
than half are 
Mexican-Americans living for 
the most part in the Southwest, 
from Texas to California. The 
next largest Hispanic group is 
the Puerto Rican, numbering in 
the 1970 census almost 
1.4 
million and concentrated in the 
New York Metropolitan Area. 


That was the message they 
conveyed to a group of about 75 
women, opposed to ERA, who 
showed up at the Statehouse 
last week to lobby for repeal. 
But the legislators urged them 
to drum up support for a re­ 
newed effort when the 112th 
General 
Assembly convenes 
next January. 
The women, 
members of 
Eagle Forum and the Com­ 
mittee to Rescind ERA, want 
the legislature to appoint a task 
force to study the legality of 
rescinding state approval of the 
proposed amendment to the 
U.S. Constitution. 
Legal questions ‘have been 
raised about successful resolu­ 
tions to rescind ERA approval 
in Tennessee and Nebraska. 
"The proponents of ERA are 
arrogantly claiming 
that a 
state legislature is locked into 
their decision once ERA gains 
legislative approval,” said Ann 
Kitzmiller of Eagle Forum. 
"However, on the other side of 
the coin, if a state legislature 
rejects this superfluous amend­ 
ment, the issue is considered 
again and again.” 
Mrs. Kitzmiller of Lancaster 
made the remarks in a state­ 
ment for the House Reference 
Committee which has not acted 
on the Wargo and Galbraith 
resolutions. 
Wargo thinks the legality of 
rescinding ERA has'been suf­ 
ficiently established by legal 
opinions and that the task force 
would not be necessary. 
The Columbiana County law­ 
maker is opposed to the wom­ 
en’s rights law because it "goes 
far beyond what was originally 
intended.” 
He claims the 
amendment would legitimize 
homosexual marriages and 
wreck labor laws aimed at pro­ 
tecting women. 
"When they talk to their con­ 
stituents." Wargo said of his 
fellow legislators, "after the 
election, thev’re going to come 
back with different feelings.” 
Rep. Mike Stinziano. D-30 Co­ 
lumbus, who sponsored 
the 
ratification resolution when it 
was approved in February of 
1974, says (he opponents are 


still a distinct minority. 
"If the opponents think they 
have enough strength to get the 
bill before the assembly let 
them do it,” he scoffed. “ The 
people whp were here the other 
day are exactly 
the same 
people who fought ratification 
in 1974.” 
Thirty-four states have rati­ 
fied ERA, if Tennessee and Ne­ 
braska are ircluded. Thirty- 
eight states must approve to 
make it the 28th amendment to 
the Constitution. 


T O COLLECT F E E S 
COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — 
The Ohio State University will 
begin soon to collect fees from 
29 manufacturers for the use of 
its name and insignia on sweat­ 
shirts, mugs and other mer­ 
chandise. 
The university name and in­ 
signia are registered with the 
U.S. Patent Office. Manufac­ 
turers seeking to use them must 
be granted permission by the 
university. 
Charles Gambs, contracts of­ 
ficer at OSU, said profits from 
the contracts could be substan­ 
tial. Sale of clothing items with 
the school's name or insignia 
brings in five per cent of the 
manufacturing price. A 10 per 
cent fee is charged for other 
mercha ndise. 
The National Association erf 
College Stores has objected to 
the university’s patent policy, 
saying the licensing fees will 
increase the cost of goods to, 
purchasers, most of whom are 
students.

Solar Energy System 
Heats Water in Home 
COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — 
An Ohio State University pro­ 
fessor with a $200 solar energy 
system in his home to heat wa­ 
ter says his system will pay for 
itself in two years. 
Prof. Stanley A. Mumma of 
the Ohio State mechanical engi­ 
neering 
department, 
who 


teaches 
a 
seminar 
in 
residential applications of sun 
power, said the potable water 
heating system in his Columbus 
home will save him $125 per 
year in electrical costs. 
He described the system as 
“ the simplest and most eco­ 
nomically feasible application 


for our climate. 
“ Solar air conditioning is far­ 
ther in the future. A great deal 
more engineering must go into 
its design before it is prac­ 
tical,” said Mumma. 
The professor said a device 
known as a heat pump is avail­ 
able as a backup system for so­ 
lar devices during cloudy 
weather. 
Otherwise, 
con­ 
ventional energy sources must 
be used. 
“ An electrical heat pump, 
which works like a refrigerator 


In reverse to extract heat from 
outside air. currently costs only 
60 per cent as much to operate 
as electrical resistance heating 
in the Columbus area,” said 
MUmma. 
He said the heat pump pro­ 
vides electrical heat almost as 
cheaply as heating systems us­ 
ing fuel oil. 
Mumma said a solar energy 
system costing no more than 
$7,500 could fill most of the 
heating neecte of a new 1,800- 
square-foot home, and would 


pay for itself in 10 years. He 
said 700 square feet of plates to 
collect the sun’s rays would be 
needed. The systems are not 
readily available but solar pan­ 
els for a do-it-yourself system 
are on the market at prices 
from $5 to $20 per panel. 
“Optimistically, I believe this 
iastallation cost could be re­ 
duced to about $2,500 by devel­ 
oping a low-cost, quality air 
‘ transfer fluid collector for use 
on a new home,” he said. 
Mumma is conducting re- 
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search on that type of system. 
He said it could be built into the 
roof of a new house. 
Growing 
costs 
of 
con­ 
ventional energy supplies have 
increased interest in practical 
applications of solar energy. 
Mumma said registration for 
his seminar on solar energy 
drew three times more par­ 
ticipants than anticipated.

D EA R DR. LA M B - Have 
you ever seen dilated veins in 
the head near ¿he temple and 
above the eye (forehead) and 
below the eye (lower lid)? 
When I bend over this area 
swells. When I stand up gravi­ 
ty brings the blood back the 
heart. 
My doctor says this is ab­ 
normal and due to poor cir­ 
culation, the same as enlarged 
veins in my legs. I would like 
your comment and advice on 
ihis problem. 
D EA R R E A D E R - At the 
risk of being facetious I would 
suggest that you not bend over 
so much. Of course these veins 
will stand out if you bend 
over Blood is a liquid and it 
tends to run downhill. 
, 
Why don’t you do a little ex­ 
periment? Hold your hand out 
at the level of your stomach 
and look at the veins fill up 
over the back of the hand, now 
hold your hand up just above 
the level of your eyes and 
watch the veins drain out.It is 
not abnormal for the veins to 
fill in the back of the hand 
when you hold the hand suf­ 
ficiently lower than the level 
of the heart. It is not abnor­ 
mal for the veins in your neck 
and head to stand out if you’re 
going to bend over so that 
your head is lower than your 
heart. 
Now you may have some 
local condition that concerns 
your doctor that I wouldn't be 
aware of without seeing your 
physical features but I can 
assure you that all the normal 
people I have ever seen who 
stood on their head or bent 
over far enough have their 
veins stand out through the in­ 
fluence of gravity.

D EA R DR LA M B - You 
mention fortified milk fre­ 
quently. Will you please tell 
me what you mean by for­ 
tified skim milk? I have been 
drinking powdered milk for 
many years. Is that okay? 
D EA R R E A D E R - The dry 
powdered milk available in 
the supermarkets is mostly 
nonfat dry milk so I am cer­ 
tain that’s what you are using. 
It will not contain any signifi­ 
can t am ounts of fat or 
cholesterol. It is suitable for 
low-fat, low-cholesterol diets. 
Milk which has been for­ 
tified, whether you are speak­ 
ing of low fat <2 per cent fat) 
or skim milk, means that non­ 
fat milk solids have been add­ 
ed to it. The nonfat milk solids 
basically include the protein 
found in normal milk and 
calcium and other substances 
except fat. That's why for­ 
tified milk contains more 
calcium and more protein 
than ordinary whole 
milk 
does. 
If you use low-fat milk you 
can estimate that about one- 
third of the calories in that 
milk comes from fat. When 
you need to restrict the fat in 
the diet that is certainly an 
improvement over whole milk 
since about half of its calories 
comes from fat. The best way 
to to tally avoid fat and 
c h o le s te ro l 
fro m 
m ilk 
products though is to use for­ 
tified skim m ilk or the 
powdered milk which you are 
using. 
Of course one should get 
protein from other sources in 
the diet too. It is not a good 
idea to depend solely on milk 
for protein. That’s why your 
-diet should also include a 
reasonable amount of meat, 
fish and poultry. These foods 
plus milk and milk products 
provide the highest quality of 
protein found in most diets.

D EA R PO LLY — How can I remove green candle wax 
from a white velveteen cover0 Also, is it possible to 
remove rust stains from an upholstered crewel covered 
chair seat? Rain came through a window screen before I 
could get the chair out of the way. — J.C.S. 
D EA R J.C.S. — I would certainly take a crewel chair 
seat to a reputable dry cleaner since one would not know 
how various cleaners might affect the colors of the wool 
in the embroidery, especially if it was the machine 
worked kind from India or some other foreign country. 
If you wish to take the risk, and you worked the crewel 
design in fast color wool, you might try applying lemon 
juice with a toothbrush or eye dropper to the linen 
between the embroidered parts. First dampen fabric 
with water, hut be careful not to use so much liquid that 
it will soak through to the padding. Rinse off with a 
brush dipped in clear water. An iron rust soap might 
also be tried if used according to instructions. 
Scrape off the candle wax with a dull knite, sponge 
with dry cleaning fluid or alcohol (one part alcohol to 
two parts water). This is presuming that >ours is 
COTTON velveteen. When dry, brush up the nap or hold 
it over a steaming tea kettle. — PO LLY .
